C o l f a x , March 15th—10 p. m .— A terrific 
snow-storm has been raging on the mountain 
between Colfax and Reno piece yesterday 
morning, and notwithstanding herculean ef­ 
forts were made by the officsrs and employes 
of the Central Pacific Railroad to keep the 
road opsn, tho track has been blockaded be­ 
tween Alta and Blue Canyon since 1 o’clock 
this morning. The snow-plows were kept 
movirg couBtantly, assisted by a large toica 
of laborers, but the elements succeeded in 
getting the best of pluck and skill, and to­ 
day travel has been suspended between this 
point aud Truckee. 
To-day's west-bonnd 
overland train is held at Blue Canyon, wait­ 
ing for one of the largest snow-plows, pro­ 
pelled by six teu-wheel engines, commanded 
by Conductor Avery, to force a passage 
through to Alta. 
As soon ps this is accom­ 
plished trains will be started and travel re­ 
sumed as u-ual, A plow and three engines 
are waiting here to start ahead of the east- 
bound overland to Alta, where more power 
will be added. 
Superintendent Pratt is now 
at Alta directing the movements of the plows 
and men. 
T ruckee, March 15tb.—The severest snow­ 
storm of the season has been raging here for 
the past twenty-four hours. There was about 
three feet on the ground before the present 
storm set io, and about three feet hcs fallen 
since yesterday morning. 
The snow-plows 
arc kept running steadily on the railroad, and 
have bard work to keep i: open. The snow- 
eheds are dowa in several places, and th» 
company has a large force at wc rk clearing 
away the wreck. We are practically isolated 
from the out-ide world at the present time, 
as no mails have been received and railroad 
communication is cut off. One or two roofs 
of new buildings erected last summer have 
beeu broken down by the great weight of 
snow on them, and several other» show weak­ 
ness. 
A t the present writing it is still snow­ 
ing. 
S h a s t a . March 15th.—The rain cf yester­ 
day continued to come down in torrents all 
last night. 2 4 inches having fallen during tho 
night, and it still continues with increased 
vigor. The hail-storm of yesterday was the 
severest ever known here, hail having fallen 
as large in size as marble?. 
The creeks and 
streams around and near Shasta are all verv 
high. The total rain in this storm was 8.7 
inches, scow 4 inches, hail 2 inches. 
Total 
rain to date, 45 inches; total snow 48 inches. 
The indications for a long continued storm 
are good. 
Farmers and miners are jubilant. 
It is predicted that we will have the finest 
crops this year ever had in Shasta county. 
M a r y sv il l e, March 15th.—The rainfall 
for the twenty-four hours ending at noon to­ 
day was half an inch. The rain has not 
ceased, and the wind is south. 
The Yuba 
has risen only three feet since the beginning 
of tho storm, and is still comparatively low. 
The Feather ha3 risen about six feet, but íb 
not high. 
W h e a t l a n d , March 15‘.h.—It has been 
storming hard for the last forty-eight hours. 
The creeks are very high. 
Bear river has 
not raised mnch under the pressure of the 
last storm. It will require over bix feet to 
bring it as high as last winter. 
R ed w o o d C it y , March 15th.—Fifty feet 
of St. Matthew’s (Episcopal) Church roof at 
San Mateo was blown off this morning. 
A 
furious gale prevailed for several hours there 
and throughout this county, accompanied 
with loud thunder and heavy rain. 
The 
flying roof demolished a local telegraph line 
leading from the school adjacent to St. 
Matthew’s Hall, and destroyed a valuable 
amount of fences. 
Much damage has beeu 
done by rain to the church interior—the large 
organ and furniture. 
In the same town 
several outbuildings were blown down at the 
residence of William Douglass. 
Outhouses 
and fences at the Tilton mansion suffered 
extensive loss, aud trees were leveled iu every 
direction. 
S a n M a te o , March 15;h.—The damage by 
the Btorm, as far as can be ascertained, will 
be : John Parrott, damage to hot-house aud 
trees, ¿1,000; 
the Episcopal church and 
ground», §1 000; William Douglas», s’able 
and windmill, $500, besides destroying a 
great many ornamental trees, which can 
never be replaced. 
The tornado was accom- 
pacied with heavy thunder, lightuing and 
raiD. 
The house of the rector, A. L Brewer, 
was struck on one corner and the shingles 
stripped off, which let the rain into the 
house, but not to cause much damage. 
In 
tact, everything in the track of the tornado 
was very roughly handled. 
Nothing of the 
kind was ever known here before by the 
oldest inhabitants. 
Centerville, March 15th.—The rain has 
fallen in torrents most of the day, accompa­ 
nied by thunder and lightning. 
The gauge 
marked .76 of an inch at 6 o’clock to-night, 
making 3 77 inckes for March, and 11.07 for 
the season. The wind is still in the sontb, 
and it is raining hard. 
Word has just been 
received from Alvarado, stating that Ala­ 
meda creek has overflowed its banks there, 
the water flooding a number of acres, and 
extending up through the town. 
S a n J ore, March 15th.—It rained heavily 
here to day. 
A hail-storm occurred in the 
forenoon, aud thunder and lightning at inter­ 
vale during the 1 ,ienoon 
and afternoon. 
There is no sign of a cessation at present. 
Total rainfall for the storm, 3 60 inches; 
total for the season, 10.46 inches. 


H o l l is t e r, March 15th.—Since last report 
.53 of an inch of rain has fallen to 6 p. M. 
During this storm 2.91 inches, and it is still 
raining. 
Barometer low, and the prospects 
are good for a continuance. 
In the southern 
portion of the county more has fallen than 
here. The streams are all running high, and 
the stages have all stopped. 
P r in c e to n , March 15th.—T h e 
rainfall 
for the etorm since March 10th has been 1 75 
inche». 
Barometer, 29.80 and steady ; ther­ 
mometer, 49’ ; wind south ; cloudy. 
Rain­ 
fall for the seasoD, 9 GO inches. 


O r l a n d , March 15th.—We have had sev­ 
eral heavy showers duriüg the day, accompa­ 
nied with strong winds. Toe cloudy, moist 
weather which has continued since last Sun­ 
day has greatly improved the crop prospects, 
and farmer? are now satisfied and happy. 
Total rainfall for the season here 10.05 inches. 
S a n t a R o sa, March 15th.—A heavy rain 
during the night, showers all day, with hail, 
thunder and lightning, and a furious wind— 
almost a gale—for a very brief period this 
afternoon, and the rain still falling, has been 
the weather programme for the laat twenty- 
four hours. 


S a n R a f a e l, March 15th.—We had a 
regular old-fashioned thunder-storm here this 
morning. The flashes of lightning and peals 
of thunder were terrific. 
The lightning 
played strange freaks over the telephone 
wires, causing the telephone bells to ring as 
if by something supernatural. 
One heavy 
flash made a report like a gun, causing peo­ 
ple in the neighborhood to rush to the office 
to ascertain if some one was shot. 
M odesto, March 15th.—Since Friday last 
the rainfall has been 1.76 inches, and for the 
season 5 28 inches. This storm ha? relieved 
the farmers of any anxiety, so far as the 
moisture is concerned. 
The news from the 
West Side is that they have had over 3 inches 
during this storm, and Turlock reports 2.27. 
The wind from the eoutb is still strong, and 
the appearance of tte clonde and atmosphere 
indicate that the storm is not yet over. W ith 
the usnal late rains, Stanislaus may be set 
down as good for a larger crop of grain than 
last vear, always providing that the nerth 
winds are not too severe.

MaDy years ago there was a lady who 
had a most intense dislike to cats, so much 
so that were there one in the room when 
she entered, she would be obliged to leave 
immediately, such an effect had it upon 
her nervous system.

She had come from my old home, some 
tw enty miles distant, where I had been 
born, and she said she had bronght over a 
ring for me, as my sisters thought it must 
belong to me, aDd that it had been fonnd 
by one of the gardeners in the mold in the 
garden. 
And by inquiry I fonnd that it 
had been picked up on the very morning 
that I had thought of it when I was dress­ 
ing. 
Here, then, was the long lost ring, 
and these various circumstances connecting 
themselves together ; and I then remem­ 
bered that I had lost the ring in that very 
spot in the garden belonging to my old 
home where it had been- found ; and being 
• signet-ring, and useful for sealing letters 
with, I had bought another to supply its 
place. 
On referring to my old accounts, I 
further found that this newer signet-ring 
had been purchased nearly tw enty years 
before, so that the lost ring had been lying 
in tbe garden mold some tw enty years be 
for. it was recovered in the vicinity of 
the spot where I had lost it.—[Chambers’s 
Journal.

THE ANTI-POLYGAMY BILL. 
The Anti-Polygamy bill has passed the 
House. The Democrats made an effort to 
retard its passage by offering amendments, 
and though several of them asserted that 
they were in favor of the measure, they 
were reminded by a Republican that the 
method they had resorted to was identical 
with tbat which had caused the defeat of 
every previous bill directed against the 
Mormons. In fact it appears to have been 
very well understood that the Mormons 
were well represented in the lobby, and 
that they were willing to go to some 
lengths to beat the hill. It was passed, 
and as we suppose there can be no doubt 
about the willingness of the President to 
Bign it, it remains to be ascertained whether 
it will accomplish the end arrived at. It 
is unquestionably a drastic law, but it was 
drafted to meet an evil which ha3 become 
not merely intolerable, but formidable. 
And it had become apparent that it was 
not safe to leave political power in the 
hands of a community which was always 
prepared to nse it at critical junctures for 
the corruption of either national party, 
and which might at some time hold the 
balance of power. It might not be easy 
or even practicable to do away with po­ 
lygamy ; hut it would not be impossible to 
disfranchise those who practiced i t ; and 
when once the Mormon Church had been 
disarmed in this way, it must be very 
much easier to deal with the evil. The 
new bill will, we think, at least-render 
the Mormon Church powerless in na­ 
tional politics, and that alone ¡3 a very im- 
'portant gain, for it simplifies the whole 
question, and by reducing the capacity for 
resistance possessed by the polygamists, is 
calculated to convince them of the neces­ 
sity of submissisn. 
Hitherto they have 
been very confident and very insolent. At 
last they are about to feel the weight of 
the country’s power, and it cannot but 
tend to produce more Bober and humble 
thoughts in them. The choice is offered 
them between citizenship with all its rights 
and privileges, and polygamy under the 
shadow of the penitentiary and the dis­ 
grace of disfranchisement. We are not at 
all confident that they will make the wisest 
selection. But however much ignorance, 
fanaticism and habit may prevail among 
them, they will have to realize that hence­ 
forth every polygamist will be a dead­ 
weight on the Church—a hindranoe instead 
of a help. It may also be hoped that the 
anti-polygimic Mormons of Utah, who cor- 
stitute a respectable minority in the Church 
at present, will he omboldened by this 
legislation to push forward for the control 
of the organization. The less combative 
and more timid elements will inevitably 
drift towards them, and if they take ad­ 
vantage of the opportunity they may suc­ 
ceed in overthrowing the advocates of 
polygamy, who certainly are not orthodox 
from the standpoint of original Joe Smith 
MormonÍ8m. In any event the new bill 
will draw the teeth of the tiger, and how­ 
ever much it rages hereafter it will be un­ 
able to effect anything tnrough politics. 


SENATOR SLATER ON PROTECTION. 


THE FATE OF*DE LONG. 
Engineer Melville writes from Irkutsk 
that he has no hope of the rescue of De 
Long and his party. 
The opinion that 
the explorer had perished was forced upon 
us some time ago by a careful consideration 
of all the known circumsftnces, and if one 
of his companions who possesses so much 
more clear aud complete an apprehension 
of the facts, his also reached this conclu­ 
sion, it would seem that very little ground 
for hope of his recovery remains. 
The 
theory that he may have fallen in with a 
hunters’ camp can no longer be entertained 
unless it is furthei supposed that the whole 
party has ever since been incapable of 
movement; for had he found any help of 
this kind it is almost certain that he would 
either have pushed forward after recruiting 
or have dispatched messages to acquaint his 
friends with his position and needs. 
His 
a lence is indeed unaccountable save on 
the hypothesis of his death, for even if he 
himself had been unable to proceed, he 
oould have induced some of the natives to 
carry dispatches for him. 
Nevertheless, 
everything that is possible has been done 
by his friends. 
Neither the Russian nor 
our own Government, nor Mr. Bennett, 
could have been more active and energetic 
and liberal in their efforts to recover 
Do Long. If after all he has periahed 
miserably, it will be a lamentable misfor­ 
tune, hut it will not be the fault of anyone 
concerned. 


Senator Sla'er, of Oregon, has done will 
in denouncing the system of a Protective 
tariff as prejudicial to the interests of the 
I’acifio coast, besides being in all other 
respects a “ legalized robbery.” _ This 
coast has all to lose and nothing to gain 
from that system. Our farmers are beiDg 
taxed at the most extravagant rates in 
order to enlarge the extortionate profits of 
New England manufacturers. 
The pre­ 
tense that Protection is needed here to build 
up manufactures is utterly false and fal­ 
lacious. 
AVe have had Protection for 
twenty years, and it has done nothing for 
manufactures. Nor can it ever help them, 
for the plain reason that the competition 
which has to be met here is not foreign but 
domestic competition, against which no 
protection can be had. The Tariff cannot 
therefore build np manufactures here, nor 
would it be worth while to have them bo 
built up. If we cannot have manufactures 
without fastening the maintenance of them 
upon the whole community, we are better 
without them. AA’hat Protection does is 
to make the farmers pay for the privilege 
of having manufacturing neighbors. The 
workingmen do not receive any part of the 
benefit of the arrangement, however- The 
most fraudulent of all the many false pre­ 
tenses of the Protectionists is the assertion 
that their system secures higher wages to 
the working classes. As a matter of fact 
it does nothing of the kind. As a matter 
of fact the rate of wages in the American 
iron and steel trades—to take them for an 
example—is to-day as low as, if not lower 
than, the English standard. The same 
state of things exists in t he cotton trade, 
and whenever a careful comparison of the 
expenses of living in the two countries is 
made, it appears that the “ pauper labor of 
“ Europe,” as these humbugs call it, is 
really better paid than that of the United 
States. 
The high wages claim then collapses the 
moment it is examined, and proves to be a 
sham. The American workingman derives 
no benefit from Protection. On the other 
hand he is subjected to many burdens by 
means of it. The purchasing power of his 
wages, as regards all manufactured articles 
outside the food list, is diminished at least 
fifty per cent, by that iniquitous system. 
His clothing, hif drygoods, his bedding, 
his furniture, his tools, hiB books, his 
crockery and glassware, his kitchen stove, 
his pots and kettle3, the clothing of his 
wife and children, everything in short 
which ministers to the comfort and con­ 
venience of his life, is taxed from 40 to 100 
per cent. It is only a short time.ago that 
he was compelled to pay a like extortionate 
tax on the dose of quinine which was to 
cure him of the ague, and he still pays it 
on many of the drugs he uses. The farm- 
era are in the same boat. They are bled 
at every pore by the tariff, while the grain 
they raise must seek a market under the 
most absolute freedom of trade, and they 
can never hope to be “ built up" at the ex­ 
pense of their fellow countrymen. 
The sentiment of the Pacific coast-, so 
far as it represents intelligent recognition 
of the facts, must be against Protection. 
The farmers of California must perceive 
that they are being plundered right and 
left by that system, and that it neither 
has offered, does offer, nor can offer them 
any compensation. 
They can settle the 
value of the nonsense that the Protection­ 
ists talk abont building up manufactures, 
by one glance at the past. If Protection 
was capable of building up manufactures 
on this coast, it would certainly have done 
so before this. Bat it has not done so, 
and since it never can affect anything of 
the kind save by taking the money from 
one class and giving it to another, the 
farmers are not interested in the proposi­ 
tions. W hat they are interested in is the 
obvious fact that whereas they are 
obliged to do all their selling on Free 
Trade principles, they are forced to do all 
their buying on Protection principles. 
The consequence is that during all these 
years they have been handing over a very 
large percentage of their earnings to the 
manufacturers, and have received no con­ 
sideration. 
The farmer must sell his 
grain at the world’s 
prices. 
He 
must buy all his supplies at fancy 
prices, dictated by the manufacturer. 
Nor has he the poor satisfaction of know­ 
ing that what he pays goes to the sup­ 
port of the Government, for it does noth­ 
ing of the kind. It is one of the special 
beauties of the tariff that while it robs the 
people of, say 50 per cent., it only turns 
in, say 15 per cent., to the Treasury. 
But what can be said for a system which 
does not protect Labor ; which does not 
protect the producer; which dees not pro­ 
mote settlement; which solely enriohes a 
small minority in the most arbitrary and 
inequitable way, by confiscating the earn­ 
ings of the great majority of the nation 7 
When Protection was first introduced it 
was pretended that it was to be merely a 
temporary measure. Its advocates then 
did not venture to demand that it should 
be permanently established. It was justi­ 
fied on the^irctense of “ building up ” our 
“ infant manufactures.” 
Manufactures 
have been in existence nearly a hundred 
years. They ought to be built up if they 
are ever to be. Yet still we find their 
owners hanging about the lobbies at Wash­ 
ington, w hining for more Protection, and 
resistin g every effort to cut down the tariff. 
It is evident that the system has completely 
demoralized its beneficiaries. They have 
become greedy paupers. They have grown 
into the belief that they have a right to be 
subsisted at the expense of the nation. 
They have amassed immense wealth, but 
they are never satisfied. They could afford 
to pay their employes 100 per cent, higher 
wages, but they only think of keeping them 
down as low as possible. It is time the 
American people threw off this humiliating 
bondage ; humiliating because eo long as it 
is endured the conclusion must be drawn 
that its victims do not possess intelligence 
enough to know when they are being im­ 
posed upon, and that they aro the shallow 
dupes of the tariff highwaymen who for 
two and twenty years have been levying 
blackmail upon them under the preposter­ 
ous pretense of advancing their interests. 


TEE DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR BILL. 
The Chicago Tribune, in commenting 
upon the recent Congressional debate on 
the Diplomatic and Consular appropriation 
bill, takes the view which the R ec o r d- 
U n io n has already presented. It observes 
that “ the Consular service of the United 
“ States pays its expenses twice over, and 
“ it is for the commercial interests of this 
“ country that it be maintained in ef- 
“ ficiency. It is equally essential to the 
“ dignity of our Government that its diplo- 
“ matic relations should be on a plane with 
“ its importance among nations. A Gov­ 
ernm ent representing over 52,000,000 of 
“ people, extending over half a continent 
“ of immense wealth and infinite resources, 
“ and with a surplus revenue of $100.000,- 
“ 000 a year, cannot afford to civil about 
“ an expenditure of $30,000 or $10,000 a 
“ year on the diplomatic service. The fact 
“ is, the leading emhessies of the United 


“ States in foreign capitals should be snp- 
“ ported more liberally or withdrawn. The 
“ salaries and allowances have been whit- 
“ tied down so small that only rich men 
“ can afford to accept the positions and 
“ supply out of their private purses 
“ the extra expenses entailed upon them 
“ by the responsibility of entertain- 
“ ing 
Americans 
and 
keeping 
up 
“ with the BCC’al and official demands 
“ of their relations.” This is perfectly 
true. There is no justification whatever 
for the niggardly way in which the diplo­ 
matic service is maintained. 
All talk 
about “ republican simplicity” has long 
been nonsense, for wo are in no respect 
more “ simple” than the rest of the world, 
and wealth and luxury are to day as com­ 
mon in all parts of the republic as in 
Europe. Moreover, the Consular service 
pays the Government very handsomely. 
The fees at several of the Consulates 
amount to $50,000 or $60,000 a year each, 
and are increasing all the time. As we 
grow in wealth and consequence it be­ 
comes the more necessary that we should 
be represented abroad with dignity and in 
a large and generous manner. By prac­ 
ticing Btinginess we only produce the ef­ 
fect of degrading the United States abroad 
to the level of the South and Central 
American States, and we do not gain a 
particle of credit for “ republican sim- 
“ plicity,” because every man and woman 
of the world knows perfectly well that 
even republics always cease to be simple 
when they cease to be poor. Until there 
is a reform in this respect, however, it 
cannot be expected that we shall enjoy the 
consideration abroad which our resources, 
and general power and importance, entitle 
us to claim. 


DOMESTIC AFFAIRS. 


NOT SO BAD AS REPORTED. 
It is now stated that the Costa Rica 
earthquake has been very much exagger­ 
ated, and that in fact no towns have been 
destroyed there. It is to be hoped that 
the second report is true. Costa Rica, 
however, has always been subject to con­ 
vulsions of this kind, and the people, 
though they perhaps do not become used 
to earthquakes, yet cease to be much 
alarmed unless the shocks are very vio­ 
lent, In such cases they are prone to rash 
frantically into their churches, which, be­ 
ing lofty and for the most part domed, 
constitute excellent traps. 
When the 
earthquake is a heavy one the church 
walls open, the roof falls into the body of 
the edifice, and the people who have sought 
safety there ars crushed. This has hap­ 
pened a great many times, and in all parts 
of the earthquake belt, but the people 
never learn any better, though they have 
gathered so much from experience in other 
respects that they sometimes build their 
houses upon deep excavations or caverns, 
having discovered that the violence of 
earthquake shocks is dissipated by that 
arrangement. This of course is on the 
principle of a solution of continuity in the 
conducting medium. In the same way it 
has been observed that earthquake waves 
make the least rapid progress, and are 
least violent, where the surface of the 
ground is cut up into gullies and ravines, 
or is otherwise broken. The old Romans 
understood this, and were accustomed to 
dig a number of wells round their public 
buildings, for the express purpose of break­ 
ing earthquake shocks.

Advices 
from Costa Rica by mail do not confirm the 
statements made in the official dispatches as 
to the destruction of towns and loss of life. 
Reid Mine in Nova Scotia. 
H a l ifa x, March 15th.—Adams At Lecamp, 
of New York, have paid- $80,000 for a gold 
mine at Cnribjo, in this county, lately op­ 
erated by D. A. McDonald. ’ He came into 
town to-day with a bar weighing 100 ounces, 
worth about $2.000, the labor in obtaining 
which was less than $400. The lead is three 
and a half feet wide, and yields for a ton of 
quartz an average of two ounces.

P h il a d e l ph ia , March 15;h.—The Times 
to-day prints two additional letters from Lieu­ 
tenant Melville—one written before be left 
San Francisco, and the other during the voy­ 
age of the Jeannette. 
In the first he expresses doubt as to the 
seaworthiness of the vessel, Baying that the 
Tigress was bad enough, but that the Jean­ 
nette was much worse, lie said he had left 
nothing undone to provide against what was 
ahead of him, and he was not going to back 
out; hut that the Jeannette would never 
come back, because she could not stand the 
ÍC8.In the second letter, which contained the 
last news received from the Jeannette until 
Melville sent the telegram announcing that 
she had been crashed in the ice, he 
said: 
“ AVe did not send eur con­ 
voy back from St. Michael’s, as we 
expected, because we were too deeply laden 
already to take on our stores. It was very 
fortunate for us that we had her to carry our 
extra coal and stores over here, for on the 
way we were caught in a terrible gale of 
wind, and owing to the condition of the ship, 
and deeply laden as we were, the sea had a 
clean sweep over us. It stove in our forward 
parts, carried away\the bridge and bulkheads, 
and in tact just drowned us out. Had we 
the other stuff on board we must have 
foundered, or else got it overboard in time. 
AVe leave here for the East Cape to-day, hav­ 
ing taken on h mrd all out stores, and we are 
in even a much worse condition than we were 
before; but we thick that maybe when we 
vet into the ice, where the wind can’t rsiee 
the sea, we will be O. K. AA'e find from the 
natives that NordenskjoldV- SwtdisU frigate 
had passed cut through the Straits, so that 
part of our duty is done, though we are guh.g 
to the eastward of the AVest Cape as far es 
Nordenskjola’s wiLtsr quarters to make eure 
of his escape fr< m the iee. After that we 
point for AVrangell Land if we can ; if not, 
we may drift in the pack ice towards the 
North Pole. ” 
This letter was dated St. Laurence Bay, 
west coast of Behring’» Straits, August 20, 
1879. 
The Inquiry Into the Rernvinn Scandal. 
AVashington, March 15th.—This morning 
Jacob R. ShipherJ, accompanied by his wife, 
appeared at the rooms of the House Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, investigating the 
Peruvian scandal, and waa sworn. 
The 
Chairman icqnircd in relation to the four 
missing letters, aud asked if he wrote such 
letters, describing them as indexed at the 
State Department, to the Secretary of State. 
He replied, “ It íb my recollection that I 
did.” Witness stated that he had expected 
to prepare copies of the letters alluded to, 
but was 
unable 
to complete them 
before leaving New York. He had copies 
of the missing letters in his letter books, 
and of all letters sent and received, and 
could prepare copies ; but as some of the let­ 
ters were quite lengthy, he would naturally 
wish to lcok over and compare the copies he 
might have made. He would require some 
fuither time. The Chairman made several 
inquiries in relation to the letters, and asked 
if his subpena did not require him to produce 
hie books and papers. Shipherd replied, “ I 
was not aware that it did.” Witness pro­ 
duced the subpena and read from it. In re­ 
quired him to produce copies of all letters 
written by him to Blaine ; also copies of all 
letters written to Secretary Evarts and 
Blaine between June 1, 1879, and February 
1. 1882 ; also copies of letter» written to any 
Minister or Consul. 
Tragedy In a Texas Court-room. 
L ittle Rock, March 14‘.h.—A Dallas 
(Texas) special to the Gazette says : This city 
was thrown into the greatest excitement ever 
experienced or a similar occasion, at 1 o’clock 
this afternoon, by the announcement that 
ex-Mayor J. M. Thurmond had been shot and 
killed in the County Court-rcom by It. E. 
Cowart, a prominent lawyer. The two met 
in the Court-house, and after an exchange cf 
ugly words, in which Thurmond appears 
to have been the aggressor, both men 
almost simultaneously drew their pistols, 
Cowart firing first, the hall passing directly 
through his antagonist’s head, blowing out 
his brains and earning instant death. 
ANTECEDENTS OF THE VICTIM. 
New Y ork, March 15th.—A special says 
that the ex-Mayor of Dallas, Tex., who was 
killed by a man named Cowart yesterday, 
was known throughout Colorado, California, 
Montana and Texas. He was driven from 
Montana a few years ago by the Vigilantes, 
because be was the legal defender of road 
agents. He was a native of Kentucky, aged 
about 45 years. 
The Great Flood. 
V icksburg, March 15tb.—News from the 
ovei flowed districts continues to pour iu. The 
distress is terrible. 
A steamer from the 
Tallahatchie and Yazoo rivers, having left 
the month of the Coldwatcr, 437 miles above 
Vicksburg, Sunday morning at daylight, re­ 
ports the water there five feet higher than 
ever known, and still ri.-ing at the rate of 
Beven inches in twenty-four hours. The peo­ 
ple along the Tallahatchie and Yazoo rivers 
are living on the tops of residences and in 
gin lofts. In many places the water was up 
to the top of the buildings. Horse» and mules 
will be pretty generally saved, but the greater 
portion of all the stock will be drowned. 
Barges, skiffs and other means of relief are 
being freely sent to the sufferers at different 
points. A very large amount of stock and 
many families arrived to day from different 
localities. The inhabitants of Delta, La., 
are abandoning their homes as fast as they 
can be removed to thiBcity by ferryboats and 
barges, which have been exceedingly busy all 
day. 
The Situation at Omaha. 
Omaha, March 15th.—An attempt to iden­ 
tify the militiaman who killed George P. 
Armstrong was made this morning by Sheriff 
Miller and others, with a warrrant for his ar­ 
rest, but it proved a failure, and the man yet 
remains unknown. It is suspected that he 
has left town. 
Armstrong’s remains this afternoon were 
attended to the grave by 1,800 workingmen 
iu procession, with three bands of music. 
The Union Pacific shops were entirely shut 
down, as the men were nearly all out attend­ 
ing the funeral. 
President Dillcn, of the Union Pacific, 
who is in the city, is anything but pleased 
with the demonstrations made by the Union 
Pacific shops during the labor difficulties. 
Discharge of Conductors. 
O m aha, March 15th—Considerable sf a 
sensation is created here by the fact that the 
Union Pacific began to-day to discharge a 
number of conductors, among whom are nu­ 
merous old-timers and popular men. It is 
claimed that Pinkerton’s detectives have been 
working the main lines and branches since 
latt August, and recently turned into head­ 
quarters a voluminous report-, upftn which the 
present discharge of conductors is based. No 
other reason for the discharge is given except 
that their services are no longer wanted. 
There are 375 passenger and freight conduct­ 
ors employed by the Union Pacific on the 
main line and branches, and it is reported 
that at least 150 are to be "bounced.” Six 
on the eastern were let out to-day It is said 
that out of 28 conductors on this division, all 
but two or three will be let out, and that all 
hut one or two os the mountain division and 
Julesburg branch to Denver will f*llow suit. 
Also all but two or three running between 
Grand Island and North Platte. Several 
brakemen have already been promoted to the 
vacant conductorships. It will take some 
time to complete the change. 
Frightful Boiler Explosion. 
L yn n (Maas ), March 15th.—The boiler in 
Goodwin Brothers’ shoe factory exploded this 
morning, leveling the building and killing 
several men. The fire department was quick­ 
ly called out, and immediately went to work 
to remove the debris from the end of the 
building near Exchange street. One poor 
fellow, badly mangled, was taken out. His 
first words were, “ There are more in there,” 
and Boon after died. The body of John 
Moore, the engineer, terribly crushed, was re­ 
covered. Half an hour after another body 
was found. Four men who usually came to 
work at 6 o’clock every moraiBg are missiDg. 
Remarkable Feat ef a W oman. 
St. L o u is, March 15th.—Miss Armanda, 
the bicyclienne, who started last Thursday 
morning to ride G00 milee in six consecutive 
days of twelve hours each, completed her 
ta-k at 10 o’clock last night, with an excess 
of 17* miles. Her score yesterday was 100* 
miles. Actual riding time, eight hours and 
twenty-nine minutes. Score for six days, 
617* miles. Actual riding time, fifty-one 
hours and thirty-six minutes. Time off the 
track, twenty hours and twenty-four minutes. 
Tbis is the longest bicycle race on record. 
Mast l>e Protected. 
New Y ork, March 15th.—The Tnlunt 
editorially says : Congress may make laws to 
not let any more Chinamen come to this 
country, but everybody needs to understand 
plainly that those who are here must be well 
treated. One person who probably realizes 
this now is patrolman John Brady, who was 
dismissed from the pilice force yesterday for 
having beaten a Chinaman recently, and held 
him while two young ruffians cat off the Inof­ 
fensive foreigner’» cue. 
An Insane Jewish Priest. 
W aco (Tex.), March 15th.—A Jewish 
rabbi—Dr. May—who arrived recently from 


San Francisco, became insane on spiritual 
things, took all the children from the syca- 
gegus into the street, and pointed out Jesut, 
as he claimed, on the roof, where he had been 
born the night previous. He has other simi­ 
lar freaks of lunacy. He has been placed 
undsr the care of physicians. 
Ilonse of Representatives. 
W a sh in g to n, March 15th.—Hiscoek, fr. m 
the Appropriation Committee, reported back 
the Senate bill making further appropriations 
to relieve the overflow sufferers, increasing 
th.i amount from $100,000 to $200,000, and 
making provision for strengthening the levees. 
The hill passed making the amouut $150.000. 
Consideration was then resumed of the 
Chinese bill.

The Judge was undecided in his rulings ; 
would change his conclusions every time 
the opposite lawyer would argue a point. 
When Bradford came to talk to the jury 
he took cccasaion to express his contempt. 
Said he : “ Gentlemen of the jury, the in­ 
decision of this Court reminds me of the 
fabled ass that died between two bundles 
of straw for want of decision.” The Court 
could stand this no longer. Calling the 
attorney to order, he fined him $5 for con­ 
tempt. With the coolness he is capable of, 
Bradford felt in his pocket for a moment, 
then, producing $2 50, said iu his peculiar 
intonations of voice, “ Your Honor, I have 
but half the amount. I will pay for the 
straw, but let the ass stand.” 
A very good story is told of one Squire 
Dyer, who was a Justice of the Peace at 
Canyon City in an early day. He prided 
himself on having the finest saddle mare 
in all Colorado. She was as slick as a 
mouse aud as fleet as a hound. Not a horse 
in Fremont county could overtake her in a 
hundred-mile run, and the Squire was 
ready to stake his money on that proposi­ 
tion.

One day a notorious horse-thief had been 
captured and brought into Court to he 
committed. While the examination waa 
progressing the Prosecuting Attorney and 
Sheriff stepped to the door to counsel. The 
thief seized the opportunity and clasped in 
the Squire’s hand a twenty-dollar gold 
piece with the remark, “ Hold the case 
until dark ; then dismiss for error in the 
complaint. It sets forth that a horse has 
been stolen, while the evidence shows that 
it was a mare.” The case went tripping 
along until the sun had dropped behind the 
hills and darkness shadowed the land.

My monument is hardly 
above its foundation. I would be glad to 
see it mounting and mounting forever. The 
thirst for the infinite proves infinity.

train was thrown from the track jnst this 
side of Blue Canyon yesterday. 
I t was 
thought last evening th at they could get 
them placed hack on the track, and th at the 
overdue train would arrive here some time 
this forenoon. 
The Sacramento river rose 
very rapidly all day yesterday, and last night 
at 12 o’clock stood a t the 19 foot m ark—arise 
of three feet in twenty-four hours. 
On the 
Yolo county side, and just above the town of 
W ashington, the water is running over the 
top of the levee and through the English 
break for a distance of three-quarters of a 
mile. 
The water runs off into the tule basin 
west of the town, and so far has done no in­ 
jury to property. 
The American river has 
as yet raised but little. 
The reports from 
Placerville, Georgetown and other points in 
the water-shed of th at river state that this 
has been a snow-storm in that Eection.

Charles W illis entered a plea of guilty 
to a charge of petit larceny. 
lie confessed 
to havieg pretended to rent a room, and 
when the landlady turned her back he stole 
the blankets from the bed and departed. 
Charles gave a brief history m his life; said 
he was a prodigal son from Florida, where he 
had a good father and mother, who always 
gave him good advice. 
W hen asked by the 
C ourt w hat punishm ent ought to be meted 
out for his transgression, he replied : “ I don’t 
know, your Honor, what I ought to have, but 
I suppose from w hat I have heard of this 
C aurt I ’ll get about a year.” The Court ad­

Some striking facte concerning th e ad u lt­ 
eration ot tobacco and of th e belladonna 
drug were com m ented upon in a current 
num ber of a sanitary journal of th is city. 
I t has been discovered, according to this 
journal, th a t every year in Thuringia, G er­ 
m any, a thousand tons of beet-leaves are 
transform ed into tobacco and sold as such, 
and ia other localities chicory and cab- 
bage-leaves are employed to m ake the 
“ fragrant w eed.” 
R ecently in England a 
G overnm ent analyst found th a t certain 
stuff sold in Sm ithfield as tobacco proved 
to be the leaves of a diaphoretic plant, 
which had been transform ed into tobacco 
to save th e loss w hich would otherw ise 
have been incurred through inability to 
sell the plant as a drug. T his sort of ad u lt­ 
eration is also w idely noted in th e case of 
som edrugs. Some of the belladona im ported 
from Japan to this country was found to 
be, instead of belladonna, b u t th e root 
known as Scapolia Japónica, distinguisha­ 
ble from the genuine drug by the large cir­ 
cular scars on th e root. 
I t was, however, 
m ixed w ith true belladonna and sold as the 
genuine drug, although Euch a m ixture was 
injurious and should have been avoided in 
all cases. 
A sim ilar adulteration of bella­ 
donna was discovered in London not long 
ago, w hen Eome doctored drug was offered 
to wholesale druggists for the genuine 
root. 
They detected the fraud and refused 
to purchase it, w hereupon it was success­ 
fully disposed of to a herb¡9t doing an ex­ 
tensive business. 
The latter m ixed it w ith 
real belladonna and then sold it iu the 
provinces, th e deception succeeding be­ 
cause the resem blance of the mock drug to 
the real was so great th a t taste m ainly was 
the only means of detecting th e adultera­ 
tion.—[N. Y. Times.

The A trocities of th e Sea—The Case of the 
B rutality oa th e Ship G atherer. 
Concerning the brutality of the oflicers 
of the ship Gatherer toward the crew, on 
the voyage from Antwerp to Wilmington, 
and which have already been referred to in 
the IIkcop.d-Union, these further details 
may be given. 
The Captain is C. N. 
S parks; William W atts first, Cornelius 
Curtis second, and John Driscoll, third 
mate. 
The ship had a cirgo of iron. Soon 
after leaving Antwerp, last September, 
W atts and Curtis unmercifully thrashed a 
seaman, Peter Clark, for a trifling breach 
of discipline. 
Soon after Peter Clark was 
beaten so as to lay him up for months. 
September 15th, Curtis beat John Hansen 
to that one of his eyes was nearly put out 
and his mouth so injured that he could eat 
or speak only with great difficulty. 
Sep­ 
tember 20th, John Burns was lashed to the 
rail and beaten by W atte, who broke his 
nose with brass knuckles. 
A boy who 
stood by and expressed his horror, wa3 
knocked on the head. 
October 1st, \ \ atts 
lashed a heavy capstan bar to the back of 
John Barns, compelling him to stride up 
and down the deck, at the same time kick­ 
ing him as he passed. 
W atts compelled 
three sailors, Peter, George and McCae, to 
strip themselves, and they were forced to 
submit to a horrible treatm ent, not here to 
be described. On the following day, McCuo 
and George, after haviDg been partially 
stripped, were compelled to have straps fas­ 
tened about their waists, and to draw each 
other across a certain line. 
George, to es­ 
cape further torture, jumped overboard 
and was drowned. 
Seaman Hausen was 
treated so brutally that he either jumped 
into the sea or fell overboard from weak­ 
ness, and the Captain made no attempt, it 
is said, to save his life. 
November 25th a 
sailor’s nose was broken by a blow from a 
belaying-pin in the hands of the mate. The 
ship’s Chinese steward was beaten and 
locked up without food for five days. 
When San Pedro was reached he was a rav­ 
ing lunatic, and Í8 now iu the hospital at 
Los Angeles. 
November 15th, McCue hav­ 
ing been partially stripped, was fastened 
by a strap to his waist, hoisted up to the 
mizzen stay, and held head downward till 
blick in the face from the effects of the 
tl od rushing to his head. 
A couple of 
other sailors were also brutally ueed. 
It is 
alleged that the Captain and first mate, 
when informed th at they would be held 
responsible to tho laws, declared that 
they had 
sufficient 
influence to pro­ 
tect them. 
Gustave Adleng, a young 
man, says the Captain was a witness to 
most of the brutality of the mates, and 
knew of all of it, and took part in some, 
and that to his cruelty is due the demented 
condition of the steward. 
The steward, 
he says, had been made ill by the brutality 
of the mates, and the Captain went to his 
bunk October 25th, pulled him out by the 
hair, and beat him till he was left for dead. 
William Aimer was ill-treated by the mate, 
who stuffed his mouth full of hard-tack, 
and rammed it down his throat with a be­ 
laying prn. 
This operation only provoked 
laughter from the Captain and second mate. 
October 27th the first mate charged Adleng 
with spilling some paint, and immediately 
knocked him known and jumped on him 
and kicked him in the eyee, so that 
he was confined below for four weeks. 
The Captain with 
oaths 
refused him 
medicine, and before he was well, sent him 
aloft, saying he hoped he’d fall and kill 
himself. 
The second mate says Adleng 
brutally beat John Anderson with knotted 
ropes till ho was half crazy, and so that 
the flesh was cut from his legs in chunks 
and his body was a mass of bruises. 
He 
then ordered him aloft. 
W ith tears the 
man begged for mercy, but up he had to go, 
and being so weak, ho fell off and into the 
sea. 
The mate wanted to lower a boat for 
him, but the Captain shouted : “ No ; let 
him go, he’s dead anyway 1” 
Nearly all 
the time the men were badly treated, and 
were fed on hardtack and water. The mate 
used to tell the men : “ I am kiug of you 
low beasts !” 
October 12th, says Adleng, 
the mate, 
split 
a 
belaying 
pin over 
“ Frenchy’s ” head. 
On another occasion, 
when a sailor named “ C harley” was at 
the wlieel, the Captain came to him and, 
after calling him all the foul names he 
could think of, struck him a heavy blow 
under the ear, knocking him senseless to 
the deck. 
The blow destroyed the hearing 
and the ear still keeps running. 
A man 
named McCue and a boy known as George 
were the subjects of a fiendish assault. 
The men were afraid to rebel against 
their 
persecutors 
on 
account of the 
mate’s going about armed with a brace 
of pistois. 
The third mate, who was ap­ 
pealed to for protection, declared that he 
was powerless to interfere, but at the same 
time he assured the men that while he was 
on watch he would protect them. 
Dris­ 
coll, the third mate, corroborates Adleng’s 
story, and says be was powerless to pro­ 
tect the men. 
A t San Pedro the crew was 
kept on board till the two mates escaped. 
Driscoll and Adleng are in San Francisco, 
and tell the above to the United States 
District Attorney. 
W atts, the first mate, 
has sailed for Queeustown on the ship Im­ 
perial. 
Efforts will be made to secure his 
extradition. 
Curtis, the second mate, was 
found in San Francisco Tuesday, and was 
lodged in jail. 
The Gatherer arrived in 
Saa Francisco Tuesday night, and the 
Captain was arrested and locked up. 
The 
mea eo brutally treated are kept on Alca­ 
traz Island. 
The Examiner describes Cap­ 
tain Sparks as a thick, heavy-set mao, 
about 5 feet 10 inches in hight, and will 
weigh about 200 pounds. 
He ¡3 about 45 
years of age, very dark complexion, and ap­ 
parently possesses an iron will and a wicked 
temper. 
He is reported to have served a 
term in San Quentin some ten years ago, 
A few years later ho left this port as mate 
of the bark l’enang, aod had to leave the 
ship at Sydney to avoid arrest at Australia, 
whither he was bound. 
Soon after his re­ 
turn to San Francisco he sailed as mate of 
the schooner Lovett Peacock, and was 
obliged to leave her before hia agreement 
was up, owing to threatened arrest for 
abuse to seamen. 
L ist year he sailed as 
Captain of the ship Hagerstown, and a sim­ 
ilar fate attended that voyage. 
The pres­ 
ent engagement as Captain of the Uatherer 
was one of emergency, arising from the 
illness of Captain Tompkins, her regular 
commander, who wa3 taken tick at A nt­ 
werp and obliged to return to this coun­ 
try, and he put Sparks in his place. 


T h e JvAiT-iioAD T a x C a s e s .— In oonse- 
quence of the recent decision of Judge 
W avmire of the Superior Court, Saa Fran­ 
cisco, relative to the railroad tax suits 
pending in his Court, a motion was made 
on Monday afternoon by the counsel for the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company to have 
the cases transferred to the Federal Courts, 
on the ground that they alone have juris­ 
diction. 
Creed Haymond said that the 
Central Pacific Railroad is bound in time of 
war to turn its trim s over to the Federal 
Government to remove armies ; to convert 
its workshop into cannon manufactories, to 
suspend its buBiuess in obedience to a writ 
of mandamus from the Federal Govern­ 
ment. 
“ Yet, the State Government,” 
said he, “ comes here and claims the right 
to take possession of a section of this road 
which runs from Sacramento to Ogden. 
I 
say no power on earth can take possession 
of any portion of that road w ithout the 
consent 
of 
the 
Federal Government. 
While this railroad company admits the 
right of State taxation, it is beyond the 
reach of the State Government to touch 
any of the property.” 
He cited a case in 
tho State of Kansas which ho claimed was 
similar to the delinquent railroad tax cases 
in this State, in which the United States 
Supreme Court affirmed the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Government over railroad 
corporations.

I t is said th at the apricot crop was 
slightly damaged in Pleasant valley, El 
Dorado county, by the late frosts, but 
lower down in the valley the prospect is 
very flattering. 
The road between Downieville and Good­ 
year is mostly filled with mud and snow, 
and, at points, the rocks and dirt have 
tumbled down, much to the annoyance of 
those who pa3a over it with wagons. 
Mrs. Scholner, wdfe of the foreman of 
the furniture shop at San Quentin, who a 
fewr days ago was struck several times on 
the head with a hatchet by a Chinaman, 
a trusty allowed to work in her house in 
the capacity of a servant, is reported to be 
convalescent.

A New W h e a t P e st.—The Solano Re­ 
publican has the following to eay in regard 
to a new w heat pest which is causing con­ 
siderable trouble to farmers in the Monte­ 
zuma hills : Ju st now large numbers of 
wild geese are flocking to the grain fields 
lying to the west of Rio Vista. 
They are 
so numerous that the farmers in that sec­ 
tion find it next to impossible to keep them 
from devouring the young grain as fast as 
it appears above the ground. 
Though had 
as these pests are they are not to be com­ 
pared with the more persistent enemy of 
the wheat-growing interests of eastern So­ 
lano, which are slowly but surely taking 
possession of the Montezama bills. 
This 
latter is a kind of worm or grub about an 
inch in length, of a yellowish color, and 
apparently belongs to the more hardy class 
of worms. 
How to repel the ravages of 
this worm is what puzzles the wheat- 
growers, and it bids fair to be a prize 
puzzle, exceedingly tough and hard to 
solve, as they are annually increasing and 
occupying more ground. 
Tho fields of 
Messrs. Prevost, McCloud, Ilicklin and 
others on the Rio Vista road bear evidence 
of the destructiveness of these worms, as 
the wheat has pretty much all disappeared 
from the high adobo knolls upon which it 
flourished but a few weeks ago.
